THE LUTHER BIOGRAPHIES. 
Elzevir in the Boston Herald, Oct. 28. 


Martin LUTHER seems to be the chief feature 
of the literature of the day. Publishers are 
straining the capacities of their presses to get 
their lives and what not ready for the anniver- 
sary on the 10th of November. Some of them 
have gone so far as to bring out very slovenly pub- 
lications, which have little more than the name 
of Luther on their title-page to recommend them. 
The strange part of this is that the five books 
announced or already published are all by the 
same man, Prof. Julius Késtlin, and founded on 
one book. At least two years ago Prof. Késtlin 
wrote a life of Luther that was at once accepted 
as the authority on matters of Lutheran history. 
A short time ago he prepared a popular edition 
of this somewhat voluminous work, to which 
much important matter was added in the way 
of illustration. A number of portraits that had 
never been touched by an engraver’s tool were 
‘ound and reproduced and a fac-simile of the fa- 
mous bull that excommunicated Luther, a copy 
of one of the ‘‘indulgences” against which he 
made war, a page from his Bible interlined in 
41s Own autograph, a copy of his will, and no 
end to interesting bits. A translation of this 
00k has been made under the supervision of 
the author, and it is this edition that will be pub- 
ished here, with all its illustrations, fac-similes, 
and portraits, by Messrs. Charles Scribner’s 
ons simultaneously with its appearance in Lon- 
fon.

CHRISTMAS HYMN. 


‘‘It was the calm and silent night,’’ Alfred Domett’s favorite Christmas hymn, has been 
selected by the Messrs. Lee & Shepard as one of their leading holiday gift-books. It is no: 
only admirably adapted to the purposes of illustration, but is fortunate in having a theme specially 
appropriate for the holiday season. Christ’s birth in the lowly stable of Bethlehem is the clima; 
to which the poet leads after a graphic picture of Rome abandoned to pleasure and luxury, and 
haughtily indifferent to the rest of the world— 


“What wrecked the Roman what befell 
A paltry province far away, 
In the solemn midnight, 
Centuries ago ?”’ 


The designs, made by Mr. W. S. Taylor, cover, with the verses, fourteen pages, and paint 
with much grace and vigor the opposite scenes described in the poem. The specimen page which 
we Offer at the right hand is of a more purely decorative order than the majority of the illustrations 
The beauty of the composition, however, will make it very generally acceptable. The little land- 
scape which serves as a vignette on this page, with its guiding-star pointing to ‘‘ that province far 
away,” is a good example of the artist’s clever, compact sketching. We regret we cannot give any 
of the figure-pieces illustrating Roman life, or the Christmas picture of the Mother and Child in 
the stable’s lowly manger, 


‘* For in that stable lay new-born 


The peaceful Prince of Earth and Heaven.”’ 


The volume is handsomely printed on one side only of rich heavy paper, and is uniform wit! 
Lee & Shepard’s well-known and popular ‘‘ Series of Illustrated Hymns and Poems.’’ It is offered 


both in cloth and in the dress of the favorite ‘‘Golden Floral.’’ The illuminated fringed cover o!

any book of the season so desirable and appropriate as this very attractive little volume.

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JEAN INGELOW’'S ‘‘ HIGH TIDE.’ 


THE beautiful lyrical ballad of ‘‘ The High Tide on the Coast of Lincolnshire, 1571,” is offered 
by the Messrs. Roberis Brothers in a newly illustrated edition, as one of their most important 
holiday books. The designs have been made by Church, Harry Fenn, St. John Harper, Schell, 
Rogers, and other artists of equal note. The thrilling and touching verses in which Jean Ingelow 
pictures the cruel tide which overflowed the quaint old town of Boston, in England, in the sixteenth 
century, lend themselves especially to illustration, The ballad is both the story of a tragedy and 
a narrative of a disastrous event which still lives in the legends of Lincolnshire. 

Jean Ingelow was born in the old city of Boston, under the very shadow of the ‘‘ belfry towers” 
of St. Botolph, ‘‘ where Lindis winds away.’’ Her childhood was spent near the sea, whose tides 
and ships and sailors’ songs were a daily delight to her. It is not strange she writes with such vivid 
realism, or has caught so happily the Lincolnshire dialect. Itis the pen of genius though that has 
glorified simple, homely events. Mrs. Harriet Prescott Spofford says truly, ‘‘I can nowhere 
recall lovelier or more touching verses than those of ‘ The High Tide,’ which thrill with pathos and 
melody.” 

That the artists have been impressed with the real spirit of the ballad may be seen from the 
illustrations which we have reproduced. The opposite picture, “‘ My sonne’s faire wife, Elizabeth,” 
is a realization of the heroine.

The little vignette at the top of this page illustrates the line, ‘* That flow strewed wrecks about 
the grass.’’

‘The Belfry Towers,” ‘‘I sat and spun within the doore,’’ ‘‘Then some looked uppe into the 
sky,’”’ “‘ Then beaten foam flew round about,”’ and ‘‘ Upon the roof we sate that night.” There 
are altogether thirty-four illustrations, many of them full-page pictures; others are designs inter- 
woven with the verses. All are graceful and beautiful and add greatly to the interest of the ballad. 
Some facts descriptive of the ballad, and elucidating obscure passages and words, with pictorial 
representations of Miss Ingelow’s home, Shirbeck Church, and John Cotton’s house, are given in 
an appendix. The extreme beauty of the mechanical execution, and the happy combin: tion of a 
popular text and characteristic illustration, cannot fail to secure for this volume a wide ap] preciation 


at the hands of holiday bookbuyers.

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“THE MERRY ADVENTURES OF ROBIN HOOD,”

THE doings of Robin Hood and his merry men permeate all the ballad literature of England, 
No character in history or fiction has had more romantic adventures and dashing episodes attrib- 
uted to him than the bold Earl of Huntingdon, prince of robbers and outlaws. Most of these 
daring deeds are no doubt legendary, but all have such a joyful, merry ring, such a freedom from 
care and restraint, such a flavor of woods and blue sky, that old and young are equally fascinated 
with them. 

Mr. Howard Pyle has made for the Christmas holiday season a work, both written and illus- 
trated by him, in which he has gathered from these old ballads and legends a consecutive story 
Robin Hood’s career from his first misstep with the king’s foresters, making him an outlaw, to his 
death at Kirklees Nunnery, in fair Yorkshire, in 1247, at the good old age of 87. It is right merry 
reading, preserving as far as possible the quaint phraseology without the form of the ballad. R 
Hood not only figures in it, but his right-hand man, Little John, the good Friar Tuck, gay Will 
Scarlet, Allan-a-dale, the Sheriff of Nottingham, and other characters as familiar to the 
youngest readers as household words. 

Mr. Pyle has not only reproduced these merry outlaws in their haunts in Sherwood Forest 
with his pen, but with his pencil likewise, creating a series of some of the boldest and most chara 
teristic figure drawings made by an American artist for many years. Every eventful scene in the 
narrative is commemorated in full-page pictures of unusual force, spirit, and originality. Indeed 
every artistic detail of the work must be credited to Mr. Pyle— the elaborate chapter-headings ana 
tail-pieces, the initials, the ornamental titles, being all noteworthy examples of the form of decora- 
tion he has adopted throughout. The graceful vignette above tells its own story. The illustration 
on the opposite page represents Little John, in the disguise of a friar’s robe, out in search of advent: 
ures. He falls in with three pretty lasses going to Tuxford market to sell eggs. He carries their 
eggs for them to Tuxford, and takes a kiss from each maiden as his reward. His subsequent 
adventures are equally laughable, and as deliciously improbable. 

The Messrs. Charles Scribner’s Sons, who offer this fine work as their leading gift-book, have 
spared neither expense nor trouble to make it one of the greatest successes of the season. It . 
beautifully and carefully printed on rich heavy paper, with ample margin, and put up in a unique 
binding from the author's designs.

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CASSELL’S ‘‘ MAGAZINE OF ART, 1883.°’ 


ArT has taken such rapid strides with us during the last decade, that it has become an atso- 
lute necessity, if one would retain one’s place in cultured society, to keep pace with its progress, 
Next to the study of original work—the privilege only of those of wealth and leisure—the best 
method of learning what painters, sculptors, decorative and other art workers are doing the 
world over, is a trustworthy medium which places before us correct representation with critica 
description of their important works. Such a medium is Cassell’s ‘“‘ Magazine of Art.” The 
elegant bound volume for 1883, which is designed by the Messrs. Cassell & Co. for a holiday 
gift-book, has prompted our remarks. For five succeeding years we have been impressed with the 
richness and artistic value of the contents of the magazine, but the volume for this year seems even 
fuller and stronger in interest than the preceding ones. Every one desiring a résumé of art 
matters in all branches during the current year should possess this work and follow up its posses- 
sion by a subscription to the incoming year. 

Some of the leading papers are, ‘‘ Artists’ Homes,’’ describing and illustrating Hubert Her- 
komer’s place at Bushey, Herts; ‘‘ Millet as an Art-Critic ;’’ ‘‘ The Graphic Arts ;’ “ Byways of 
Book Illustration ;’’ ‘‘ Art in the Nursery ;’ ‘‘An American Palace,’’ presenting views of the 
inside and exterior of Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt’s house ; ‘“‘ Rossetti as a Painter ;’’ ‘‘A Dreamer of 
Dreams—Gustave Doré ;”’ ‘‘ Bastien-Lepage—Painter and Psychologist ;”’ and ‘‘American Pictures 
in the Salon.’” Under ‘‘ Current Art’’ are given the various successes of the Paris and London 
Salons of this year, and under ‘‘ Elton Ware,” ‘‘ Vallauris and its Allies,” information regarding 
two rare kinds of pottery. Our decorative head-piece is a specimen of the beautiful Vallauris 
faience with landscape decorations manufactured by M. Clement Massier, one of the most successful 
of modern keramists. The engraving on the opposite page, ‘‘ At the Golden Gate,”’ is from a picture 
by Val- Princeps, A.R.A.* It is a charming study of a sultana, standing rebuked before the golden 
portals of some tyrant’s sanctum. Her drapery falls in most graceful folds, and in true Oriental 
richness. The languid beauty of the figure recalls the Rossetti school, of which Mr. Princeps was 
an acolyte in his youthful days—one of England’s famous painters, whose name has appeared in 
the Royal Academy exhibitions since 1876. 

Beside the profuse text illustrations which accompany every paper, there are over fifty full- 
page engravings, with a very fine etching, ‘‘ Maiden Dreams,” etched by Lalauze after a picture 
by George L. Seymour. The titles of a few of the engravings are, ‘‘ Sheer Hulks,’’ from a picture 
by Elchanon Vorveer ; ‘‘ My Model,’’ by Madrazo; ‘‘Il Ramoscello” and ‘‘ Rose Triplex, 7 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti; ‘‘ Pauvre Fauvette,” by Bastien-Lepage; ‘‘ Henry Irving as Hamlet, 
from the statue by E. Onslow Ford ; and ‘‘ The Ferry on the Fiord,”’ by A. Askevold. The bom 
tiful execution of the engraving and printing in this work, with its storehouse of artistic treasures, 
make it one that may safely be recommend to all holiday bookbuyers.

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“HISTORY OF SCULPTURE.” 
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A VERY important work that has been made ready for the holidays is Lucy M., Mitchell's 
‘‘ History of Sculpture,’’ published in sumptuous style by Dodd, Mead & Co. At first sight the 
work bears the impress of hard and patient study, and as page after page is read with the 
and delight that are inspired and held by the grand subject and its artistic treatment, we fee! more 
and more conscious of the strength employed in the prose- 
cution of this effort to describe, classify, and group the 
sculptural monuments of the different nations of antiquity, 

The historical method pursued enables the author to 
give a fair comparison between cruder and riper works, to 
appreciate excellences wherever found, and to grasp the 
power and significance of the highest achievements of 
the great artistic past. 

The geographical element and its influence is also 
wiseiy used, each country being first treated by itself, and 
its artistic works afterward compared with the contem. 
porary art of other regions. Upon this historico-geograph- 
ical plan the general index has been prepared, the order of 
references following the course of history. 


attention 
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The sources used in preparirg this work have been 
literary and monumental. The literature comprises the 
Greek and Roman records and the works of modern schol- 
ars, from Winckelmann down to the leading archzolo 
gists of the day. The monuments have been studied 
directly from originals as far as possible, and when im- 
practicable, the best casts and photographic productions 
have been used. Knowing how inadequately description 
can take the place of representation, great efforts have 
been made ito secure suitable illustrations for this valuable 
book. Six phototype plates are inserted, and twenty 
plates entitled ‘‘ Selections from Ancient Sculpture,’ pre- 
pared by Albert Frisch, of Berlin, are included ina sup- 
plementary portfolio. Besides this there are upward of 
two hundred and fifty wood-engravings, a large number of 
which have been prepared under the author's guidance by the 
skilled artists of the Century Magazine, and also some excel- 
lent outline engravings done by Peter Meurer, of Berlin. 

All the world-renowned libraries and museums have 

been studied, many of them under the direction of their 
distinguished librarians and archeologists ; and the author 
makes very graceful acknowledgment of all the kindness and assistance rendered her. 
The publishers, aided by their experience in the line of art publication, have fallen in no wey 
behind the author in patience and industry in their share of the great undertaking of bringsag om 
the mechanical excellences, without which a work of this kind, no matter how full of intrinsic ve, 
might fail of a successful interpretation of its subject. They have shown a stn n 
judgment in their efforts to procure the best workmanship in the many difficult details - writ 
tion, and the result is a royal octavo volume of literary and artistic treasures that can deservedly 
take its place among the most valuable of the Christmas publications.

In this volume, which the Messrs. James R 
Osgood & Co. offer in illustrated holiday shape 
as avery seasonable gift-book, Mr. Stoddard 
gives, somewhat in the familiar form of lect- 
ures, three most entertaining papers of descrip- 
tions, reminiscences, and anecdote. He is not 
of those who have eyes and see not. Unlike 
many travellers who have gone abroad and 
have afterward bored their patient countrymen 
with their commonplaces, he seems to have 
penetrated beneath the surface of things and to 
have touched the romances of history and asso- 
ciation, evident to all eyes gifted with suffi- 
cient insight to behold them. 

Ile writes charmingly of beautiful and ro- 
mantic Spain, the land of Columbus and Queen Isabella, of its many fine galleries of art-works, 
its ancient ruins and modern palaces, and the proud races that have in turns been its conquerors. 
Toledo, Cordova, gay Seville,—the home of bull-fights and matadors, ‘‘ Figaro’’ and ‘ Carmen,’ — 
the Moorish city of Granada, immortalized by Irving in his ‘‘ Tales of the Alhambra,”’ with its in- 
comparable architecture and Oriental beauty, are all graphically portrayed. The Passion Play was 
witnessed by Mr. Stoddard at its last representation in 1880, and Russia was visited by him just 
before the late Czar’s assassination. The Passion Play is described in detail, and many interesting 
facts related about the actors, while ‘‘ the cities of the Czar,’’ with their many historical associa- 
tions, are placed before the reader in picturesque guise. 

Our object in going into the minutie of the text has been not only to point out its claims to 
special attention, but also to show the varied character of the pictures, which have been made to 
interpret and illustrate every phase of it. In the Passion Play almost every scene is reproduced 
by the artist with correct portraits, in costume, of the actors. The Russian scenes embrace both 
interior views of celebrated palaces, landscapes, famous buildings, churches, and groups of statu- 
ary. ‘ Travels in sunny Spain’”’ is rich in gypsies, bulls and bull-fights, toreadors and picadors.

This is in itself a gem which deserves and 
No anthology is without it, and no reader of even moderate culture would 
like to profess ignorance of it. It is not only the smoothness and elegance of its almost 
perfect versification which have given it an exceptional place in literature, but the tender melan- 


choly of its sentiment and its closeness to every-day life and philosophy. The melancholy which 


marks it for her own would seem to be a reflection of the author’s own sad, retrospective nature, 
the result of an unhappy early life, which neither collegiate nor worldly honors seemed to efface. 


Of late years, Stoke Pogis, England, has been identified as the scene of the poem. 


Near by may 
be found the ‘‘ 


country churchyard ’’ in which the elegy was written, now possessing the additional 


poetical association of being the poet's last resting-place. Before issuing a new illustrated edition 


of this classic for the holiday season, the Messrs. Roberts Brothers had Mr. Harry Fenn go over to 
England and make at Stoke Pogis itself the majority of the sketches from which his designs have 


been reproduced. In this way not only an exceedingly strong interest has been gained for this 


edition, but an originality and fidelity in its illustrations far surpassing those of all previous 
editions. .It very fittingly bears the distinction of being the ‘‘ Harry Fenn Edition,’’ a title by 
which it will always in the future be known. 


Another interest almost as strong as the one just mentioned is the reprint in this edition 


of the ‘‘ Elegy ’’ of several very beautiful verses that appeared in the early editions of the poem, 


but were subsequently omitted by the author. The verses are not only a literary curiosity, but 


have sufficient merit to make them well worth preserving. An interesting appendix analyzes 


Gray’s motives in casting these lines aside. One of the so-called rejected verses has been made 


the subject of one of the most delicate and beautiful illustrations in the book, where it appears 
as a frontispiece. We have reproduced it on the opposite page, believing it offers a very fair 
example of the very careful work which is so noticeable in this little volume. 


Although this is in size not one of the greatest of the holiday books, it is certainly one of 


the most important artistically. The pictures throughout are little gems, occupying every page, 


and interpreting in an exquisite fashion the various moods of the author. The vignette above 
will be found on the same page with the following lines :

The general arrangement of the pages is especially graceful — the poems and designs, the 
latter embracing figures, landscapes, and flowers — being entwined in many original and 
striking forms. Among the pages that the eye dwells on with particular pleasure, are two 
devoted to George R. Taylor’s *‘ Life Picture.’’ The five figures, representing as many stages of 
a woman’s life, are from the pencil of Mary L. Gow. ‘‘ Early Flowers,’’ a poem by James Dixon, 
and ‘‘ Thanksgiving,’’ by J. R. Eastwood, have received very fine treatment at the artists’ hands. 
Longfellow’s ‘‘ Sunrise on the Hills’ and ‘* Flowers’ are the inspiration of several beautifully 
illustrative designs. ‘* When,’’ by Isabella Banks, and ‘‘ The Hour of Rest,’’ by F. E. Weatherly, 
are wedded to two poetical landscapes. A number of full-page figure-pieces such as we reproduce 
on the right-hand page, add to the richness of this book. ‘A Letter’’ illustrates George Weather- 
ly’s poem of that name. Special mention should be made of the graceful beauty of the symbolical 
frames of flowers and birds which encircle the table of contents. They are among the most artistic 
designs in the book.

THE world-renowned biographies of the heroes of 
Ancient Greece and Rome that have been handed down 
to us under the familiar name of ‘‘ Plutarch’s Lives,”’ 
have been brought out by Messrs. Putnam’s Sons in an 
edition prepared for boys and girls, by Prof. John S- 
White. For more than eighteen centuries. Plutarch has 
been read with wondering delight, and has been the 
most popular of the ancient writers with the readers of 
every epoch. Born about 50 A.D. and in one sense thor- 
oughly imbued with the spirit of his time, Plutarch's 
wonderful writings are so full of life, so dramatic and 
Pilate oh true to nature, that they read even to-day as if they were 
ces written in our own century. Born in Greece and edu- 
cated at Delphi, afterward for many years established 
in Rome, Plutarch thoroughly understood both Grecian and Roman character, and has shown us 
his knowledge of the subtile differences produced by nationality, in the peculiar form ot his 
biographies, which he wrote in parallels, first treating a Greek and then a Roman hero, and then 
contrasting the two. 

Although not always historically correct as to facts, owing to his ideal love for the heroes he 
portrays, his poetic genius and his stirring imagination, Plutarch has given so many details of the 
home-life as well as of the heroic achievements of Caesar, Alexander, the two Gracchi, Demos- 
thenes, Cato, Cicero, and others, that a careful reading of his biographies gives one of the clearest 
pictures of the manners and customs of Greece and Rome at the various periods in which his 
heroes lived, and no young person can read his works without being stirred to emulate the deeds 
and thoughts he has here brought before him in such fascinating and inspiring manner. Na- 
poleon is said to have ranked Plutarch beyond all authors, and to have loved his stories from his 
earliest boyhood. 

Prof. White has confined himself closely to the translation known as the Dryden translation, 
merely eliminating such passages as render it unsuitable for young people. His selection of the 
heroes treated is a happy one, including almost all the best-known parallels. He has increased 
the interest of his work by adding a chronological table of the accurate dates of the events de- 
scribed, and by a table of weights and measures mentioned, prepared by Dr. Arbuthnot. The 
publishers have done their share to make the book popular with boys and girls. It is printed ot

It is an entirely new work, the etchings having 
been made especially for it. They were selected 
by a committee of artists appointed by the pub- 
lishers and artists, both desiring that nothing 
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but the best work should be admitted. The 
etchings are twenty in number, each being the 
work of a different American artist. They rep- 
resent both figures and landscapes, and are 
signed by such names as Henry Farrar, T. W. 
Wood, Thomas Moran, F. S. Church, George 
H. Smillie, Van Elten, Peter Moran, Colman, 
Dielman, Swain Gifford, J. D. Smillie, and others 
equally famous. The well-known art-critic, Mr. 
S. R. Koehler, furnishes the text and introduc- 
tion. As a representative work of American 
art in a new field and one that is rapidly growing 
popular, this volume should receive generous 
appreciation at the hands of bookbuyers. The 
publishers issue it in three editions. Besides 
the regular edition, in which the etchings are 
reproduced on first-grade etching-paper made 
expressly for the work, they offer an dd:tion de 
luxe and a Parchment edition.
